The Slander of John Wesley.

The assault upon tho name and fame 


of Henry Ward Beecher recalls the 
story of a similar attack upon that apos- 
tolic and saintly man, John Wesley. — 
The charges *ere similar and were 
groundless beyodd thd shade* of a 
doubt. 
They were occnsioned by the 


senseless jealousy of Wesley's ignorant 
wife, and were caught up by rival secta- 
ries and even entertained by the public 
press. 
Wesley disdained to notice the 


slanders, notwithstanding the agitation 
and distress of his brother, Charles 
Wesley, of other members of the fam- 
ily, and of the dignitaries of the church. 
We find our narrative in the "Life and 
Times of Rev, John Wesley," by Rev 
L Tyerman, published by Harper & 
Brothers, in 1872, 
in three volumes, 


and reprint it for tho purpose of show- 
ing that men of spotless lives and the 
most exalted character are liable to the 
same abuse and slanders as have befallen 
the pastor of the Plymouth Church. 
Sarah Ryan, who is mentioned in the 
narrative, was housekeeper in ono of 
Wesley's denominational asylums. She 
had been u,amod lo three men success- 
ively, who in turn abused and deserted 
her. 
Her station in life was low, her 


education was limited, and at times tho 
obligations of duty lay loosely upon 
her 
Under tho preachings of Metho- 


dists she became a convert and won the 
great preacher's confidence.

w»b undoubtedly imprudent to confide 
hiB domestic troubles to her as he did, 
but there is not the least atom of evi- 
dence of any other indiscretion on his 
part.

Were infamous insinuation, founded 
flpOn interpolated letters, stolen by a 
faithless woman, 
who in order to de- 


fame a husband of whOin she was en- 
tirely unworthy, not only committed 
theft but forgery, and then put herself 
into the hands of a set of holy Calvin- 
i£ts, trho employed her perfidy 
and 


means in injuring 
tho man whom at 


the altar of the most high God she 
had' sworn to love, honor and obey.— 
This is strong language; but tho writer 
knowing more than he chooses to make 
public, uses it with deliberate design

last nightjwere viowdi'd with those who 
intended to-day to bow the nock (o tho 
yoke prepared by this political confed- 
eration. 


Thorn wau alsu a large number ol 


old-lino Democrats who swore by Jotl- 
erson and Jackson that they would not 
bo bagged by the llcting crow; that 
they would not indorse tho Farmers' 
Convention, but that they would stick 
to tho old organization it' it took their 
political hide off. 


Tho political caldron last night and 


this morning was a terrible stew— 
Those who wore in favor of success at 
any sacrifice of principle or party namo, 
were sweating and stowing. 
In their 


capacity as peaco-makors they wore on 
tho alert to harmonize tho o discordant 
elements, promising everything with 
the supposition that they could fulfill 
all their promises.

lions were in session this morning, and

tion met at tho hour of 12 m. and or 
ganizod. 
The opera house was about 


half full of delegates, nnd others who 
were drawn by a morbid 
curiosity to 


sco this nameless tiling, this delegate 
gathering of all tho refuse political mate 
rial in tho State— odds and ends of al 
political parties, creeds and names, tho 
rencgrado Republican, the Liberal Dem 
ocrat, tho Grcolcy Democrat, the bard 
shell and soft-shell, tho green-back ant 
specie resumption Democrat, Americans 
Irish and Germans, but no Americans 
of African descent, were in oneEcelbi^ 
sweating condition, fretting, stewing, 
steaming amid confusion unparrellclec 
in the history of conventions of this 
State, trying to organize, and alter 
while order in a partial degree was ob- 
tained, and Judge Win. H. Green, o: 
Cairo, one of the oldest Democrats ano 
bitterest Coppoilicads during tho war. 
arose and said in the absence of the 
chairman of the State'Central Commit- 
tee, he, as a member of said committee 
would eall the mooting to order.— 
Thereupon, Mr. K. ]•. Merritt, secretary 
of the committee, read the call for the 
convention, which" was addressed (o 
"Democrats, Liberals, and all others o 
whatever namo or nature who were op 
pos.^l to the Republican party.'' Upon 
iiioti'iu of Judge Green, Hon. George 
W. Armstrong, of La Salic, was then 
elected temporary chairman. 


Kx-Gov. John M. Palmer, who seem- 


ed perfectly at home in this orowc 
jumped up and moved that the Con 
gressioual Districts be called, and that 
the Districts as called name a poison nf 
n member of tho Committee on Crcdon 
tials, Permanent Officers, Platform, ant 
for tho selection of the State Centra 
Committee. 


This was commenced, but before 


three districts had boon called the com 
mittco got completely mixed up in its 
undsrstanding as to tho order of busi 
ness. 
Governor Palmer tried to go 


the uiasttor into shape, but tho conven- 
tion snomcd to be deeper in tho fog than 
over. .Doc. Roberts, of Taiowoll county 
in a cl(Kir nnd lucid speech explain^ 


what was expected under the rule of 
,he Central Committee. 


Boss Hesing also put in his paddle, 


and in his loud-mouthed utlerajicea he 
said his.say in on arbitrary manner that 
was Hesing all over. Finally, a motion 
was put on the question, and about ha_lf 
.he delegation from Cook rose to their 
feet. 
This did not please Boss Hesing, 


and he immediately ordered them to sit 
down. Like one man the fifty struck 
their seats in obedience to the order, 
and after that kept their eyes on Hes- 
ing, in order that there should be no 
further mistake. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


About two thirds of the crowd who 


met in the morning were present in 
tho afternoon. 
Quite a number of the 


delegates only came to this Meeting for 
fun, and, availing themselves of the low 
rates offered by the railroads, took the 
opportunity to see the sights of the 
capital city, and tho hackmen were busy 
all the afternoon in taking them around 
to see the new State house, Lincoln's 
tomb, Oak Ridge, the rolling mill, the 
watch factory, &o., &e., and to other 
places 
of 
interest. 
They 
did 


not care three straws how the conven- 
tion run or who run it, as thoy were 
well satisfied that it would not amount 
to anything anyhow. 
But those at tho 


Opera-house concluded that for local 
use thoy must make a show of having 
done something. 


GOT. Palmer aired himself by one of 


his old State's rights speeches, in which, 
as usual, he lugged the action of the 
Federal authorities at the Chicago fire, 
which took place some years ago. 


BOPS Hesing got up on his ear and 


proclaimed himself as the Bummer 
Hesing, the Scalawag Hosing, the rant- 
ing Dutchman, etc., etc , to which ap- 
pellations the crowd seemed to assent 
at correct and most heurtily cheered. 
He&ing bragged how he hud by his ef- 
forts beaten tho Sunday laws in Chica- 
go, how ho had by the help of Demo- 
crats voted down tho tcmpeianee ele- 
ments of the State, that through his 
influence the city of Chicago was now 
blessed (?) by one of tho best mayors 
and purest municipal governments that 
ever the sun shone upon, that now 
there was peifect liberty to conscience, 
and ho might have added to crime run- 
ning rampant, 
[See Chicago papers.] 


lie paid hi,s respects to Henry Ward 


Bcochor, and said that ho was a repre- 
sentative of tho Republican party (this 
of cjurso was cheered), that ho was 
opposed to government greenbacks and 
said this country would now be better 
off if there never was ono in the land , 
and after ranting for a half hour, ho 
took his scat amid upplause from tho 
Democrats picsent, while the Liberals 
and renegade Republicans hung their 
heads from very shame, to hear such 
an outrageous harangue from a man 
who owes all ho has to this free coun- 
try. 


At last the committee on credentials 


signified that they were ready to re- 
port. 
It was found that there were a 


majority and a minority report—the 
majority showing that about twenty 
counties were not represented at ail, 
while a largo number wore only partial- 
ly represented. 


Tho list of counties represented was

Governor Palmer, in a short speech

resolution, which, after a few minor 
amendments, was adopted and made a 
part of the platform. 


Other important amendments were 


otfored, and the discussion of them was 
hot and fierce. Indeed, so hot did tho 
war of words become that Gov. Palmer 
fearing that blows would follow, va 
catcd tho chair and took the floor, ant 
in a speech attempted to throw oil on 
the troubled sc;i, but tho effort not 
proving satisfactory to himself or any 
ono else in the convention, he resumed 
the chair and tho row went an ; bul 
good sense at l«st prevailed, and some 
very able arguments were made by 
members of the convention, 
Indeed 


this debate on the various financia 
resolutions of the platform showed thai 
the Democratic party still had men in 
it who understood the financial condi- 
tion of the country and its needs, but 
thoy proved to be in the minority, aj 
the platform as adopted will show. 


The Committee on Resolutions sub- 


mitted the following majority report

A minority report, signed by sever 


members of the committee, was sub 
mittcd as a substitute for tho first reso- 
lution, as follows :

:Le pensions of our crippled soldiers shall 
tie so increased as to shield every one of 
them from daily want, without compelling 
Ihem to take refuge In a so called soldiers' 
home. 
Resolved, That the present system of 


pension angeneies is vicious and detri- 
mental to the interest of those it is pre- 
tending to protect, and should be thorough- 
ly Investigated by Congress. 


The platform having thus been made 


to the satisfaction of about two thirds 
of the delegation present, Mr. Hunter 
moved that the convention proceed to 
the nomination of candidates for the 
various State offices. 
Mr. Starnc of 


Sangamon county, was put in nomina- 
tion for State Treasurer; also, Mr. 
Charles Carroll, of Gallatin County ; 
also, Mr. David Gore, of Macoupin 
county. 
When this last named gentle- 


man was put in nomination, the hall 
was filled with hisses, hooting and cries : 
We don't want any farmer candidates 
in ours. 


Col. 
II. Dilger, of Cook, was also 


nominated. 
The friends of Carroll en- 


listed Hesing as his advocate, and at 
the call of the boss all tho other candi- 
dates were withdrawn, and Mr. Carroll, 
of Gallatin county, nominated as State 
Treasurer by acclamation. This was a 
bitter pill to tbe farmer friends of Gore, 
and the Democratic friends of Starne, 
and a blap at the friends of Col. Dilger, 
but the orders had been issued by Boss 
He&ing, and nothing could stand in the 
way of his will, but the grumbling was 
loud and deep, and tlueatj, of bolting 
the nomination not unfrequcntly made, 
but a sop must be thrown to tho farm- 
ers, and Boss Hcsing taid that when 
tho nominations for Superintendent of 
Public lasti notion were in order, that 
he was in favor of Mr. Ettev, the can- 
didate on the fanners' ticket, for the 
reusun that if thin convention nomiudted 
him, they could thus draw farmer votoi. 
He also said that in a conversation he 
had with Mr. Etter, ho informed him 
(Hesing) that he (JUttcr) was in favor 
of the McCormick platloim, would vote 
for Mr. Canoll and against Mr. Gore, 
and that ho was opposed to all temper- 
ance and Sunday laws. 
This, said Mr. 


Ilcbing, may lose him the farmers' vote, 
but it will g'lin him Gorman and Dem- 
ocratic votes, therefore Cook County 
would cast her vote for J'/ttcr. 


Mr. Charles Black, of Adams county,
